It seems that some means should be 
taken to put a stop to It and at once 
Reno never was intended for the 
dumping ground of 
the riff-raft of 


Utah or any other State and steps 
might be taken to let our neighbors 
know it.

prevented under the power of the Congress to "regulate 
commerce with foreign nations and among the several 
States" through regulations and requirements operating 
directly upon such commerce, the Instrumentalities there- 
of, and those engaged therein 


• "The Congress has not heretofore made any appropria- 


tion for the better enforcement of the antitrust law as 
It now stands. Very much has been done by the depart- 
ment of justice in securing the enforcement of this law, 
hut much more could be done if Congress would make a 
special appropriation for this purpose, to be expended 
under the direction of the Attorney-General." 


U Mr. Roosevelt believes that the evils of trusts can 


be remedied with the means at hand and the laws now on 
the statute books, why doesn't he make the experiment. 
There are plenty of opportunities at hand. The only move 
he haa made is an application for an injunction against the 
beet trust, and that was so long ago that moat people have 
forgotten it. 
The idea that there must be a special ap- 


propriation by Congress is simply nonsense. 
Let the 


administration show by determined action in one case that 
tt intends to proceed against the trusts, and Congress will 
furnish what money Is needed for other cases. It would 
be foolish for Congress to make a special appropriation 
for the enforcement of a law, that the President and his 
Attorney-General have never shown a disposition to en- 
force.
